The .fact that Robert K. Began, aged 


about is, son of Mr. Isaac Rogan, is the 
first colored boy who lias ever graduated 
from the Decatur High School, culls for 
more than a brief mention. "Bob," as he 
is familiarly called by his classmates, fit- 
ted himself for the high BCUOO! in the 
fourth ward school, and during MB four 
years experience in our free college lie 
has applied himself closely to bis studied, 
acquiring a vast amount of knowledge, 
which, if rightly applied, as it nndoubt- 
ly will be, will make him a useful citizen 
in our community. He stood well in hid 
Classen and was foremost iu Latin. He 
is the only colored pupil who has entered 
the high school and graduated. The sub- 
ject of his oration this forenoon was a 
comparison of the lives and achievements 
otthe negro chieftain, Tonssaint 1'Onver- 
ture, through whose bravery and suffer- 
ings and death the island of San Domin- 
go is now in possession of his race, and 
Napoleon Bonaparte, The oration.thongh 
brief, was delivered in a calm, dignified 
manner, and with many graceful gestures. 
When he arose Bobert was greeted with

After a trial consuming nearly a week's

The second ballot resulted in n 
unanimous verdict of acquittal. 


The prosecution of Mrs. Davis was con- 


ducted rigidly and earnestly by Mr. 
Johns, who was ably assisted by Mr. O. 
C. Clark. These gentlemen labored hard 
for the conviction of the accused, and 
made out what was considered a strong 
aee against her, but none of the witnesses 
or the People could swear that the shoot- 
ng was done on that memorable night of 
Sov. 29th last by Mrs. Davis, and the tes- 
jmony by witnesses for the defense was 
uch as to bewilder the jury and leave 
he impression that it was doubtful wheth- 
r or not the shooting was done by tlie 
accused. It was ghown that great confu- 
siou prevailed in the room where the 
shooting occurred and that all the parties 
were drunk. The jury, we learn, gave 
the testimony of Carroll no weight.
